PROTEST OF MERGENTHALER!

On Protest of Mergenthaler Company In-
vestigation 1s Made of Department of
Public Printing—Wives of Printers As
sistants Hold Stock in Rival Concern.

Oyster Bay, Sept. 10—President Roose
velt today made public the report of the
Keep commission on its recent investi:
gation of affairs in connection with the
government printing office at Washing-

ton.

The Inquiry was held on aecougt of
a protest recelved from the offielals of
the Mergenthaler Type setting machine
company, against the award of a con
tract by public printer Frank W, Pl
mer 1 the Lansten Monotype company
for type setling machines,

The president decided after an exami
nation of the Keep report that the con.
tract for the Lanston machines would
stand,

The Keep commission reported that if
the contract could be set aside  “such
course would be desirable although the
commission states expressly that no cor-
ruption payments or promises of pay.
ments passed from the Lanston Maono-
type company to the public printer or
to any person connected with the gor-
ernment service,

It was developed by the investigation,
however, that two important anssistants
of the public printer was indirectly in-
tfrested  in the  Lanston company.
“Their wives being stock holders there-
in"

The sommission shows that a fair and
fmpartial tests of the Lanston and Merg-
enthaler machines was not made, and
reports the purchake of so large a num-
ber of the Lanston machines as “im-
provident, and indicated great partinlity
and bins on the part of the public prin
ter”

The ommission regards the purchase
as mnl-ndministration,

The text of this president’s memor-
andum follows in part.  “The conclus-
fons of the commission are hereby ap-
proved, save the latter port of con-
clusion one.”

DUTIES

ON AMERICAN PRODUCTS

Oyster Bay. Sept. 10.—At the con-
ference between President Roosevelt and
the Russian Plenipotentaries, Mr. Witte
by the direction of the Emperor of
Russin  presented the following com-

munication to the president,

“Some years ago in comsequence of a
misunderstanding in the interpretion of
the most favored nation clawse, there

was established in Ruseig on several ar-
ticles of American production a customs
duties on a higher seale than was levied
on the same articles imported from other
countries. His Majesty the Emperor
has cdmmanded me to inform the Presi-
dent of the United States that he bas
been pleased to order a discontinuance
of the levying of such higher duties on
the American produets.”
